If all goes as planned the Hamlin 
School Board will open bids today 
(Thursday) on new lights for the 
football stadium. And one of the 
bidders has indicated that he could 
have the new lights installed in time 
for the Homecoming game here Oct. 
ll. 
This is something that has needed 
attention for a long time. We hope 
that everything goes as planned and 
we can have the new lights that soon. 
If you are wondering why the 
sudden interest in the lights, it is 
because of the new ruling (put into 
effect last year but enforced this 
year) that requires the team to be 
six feet back from the sideline. When 
you move back that far on our field 
you are back against the fence and 
the only way you can move the fence 
is to get rid of the light poles. 
The specifications for the bids call 
for four steel poles, two to each side, 
to be placed behind the stands. Each 
pole will be equipped with 24 quartz 
lights with all wiring underground. 
Not only will this make the Hamlin 
field one of the best lighted fields in 
the area but it will also get rid of the 
poles that always seem to block 
everyone’s view.

for illegal campaign contributions.” 
Roberts goes on to point out the 
double standards involved in the 
Sharpstown scandals here in Texas 
where all of the elected officials 
were knocked out of office but the 
crook who actually stole the millions 
was one Frank Sharp who# was 
granted complete immunity. 
“Then how about Jake Jacobsen. 
“Washington prosecutors trying to 
develop a case against former 
governor John Connally promised 
immunity to Jacobsen if he would 
testify against Connally, under 
indictment that he accepted $10,000 
bribe while secretary of the 
treasury.” 
Roberts points out that, “The 
Connally bribe charge, if conviction 
were obtained, would result in a 
maximum penalty of two years and 
a $10,000 fine. Yet Jacobsen, con­ 
victed on a San Angelo savings and 
loan charge, faced a maximum of 35 
years imprisonment and a $70,000 
fine. That’s not a double standard?” 
It always seemed strange to me 
that you could bribe one man to 
convict another man of bribery 
charges. 
Roberts concluded with, “ We 
can’t help but think of something 
that Dr. George Beto, former head 
of the nationally recognized prison 
system in Texas once said. 
“ ‘Prisons exist for one of three 
reasons for inm ates: restraint, 
rehabilitation, or reintegration into 
society . . any other reason for 
locking up someone is pure and 
simple revenge!’ ”

Pipers Take 34-6 Win 
Over Haskell Indians 


The Hamlin Pied Pipers 
scored seven points on their 
first possession of the football 
Friday night against the 
Haskell Indians and fought 
off the determined Indians 
until the second half before 
exploding to a 34-6 victory. 
Steve Evans, senior Piper 
fullback, carried the ball five 
of seven times in the first 
Piper drive that moved the 
ball 43 yards for the touch­ 
down. 
The 
Pipers 
put 
together another drive late 
in the first period only to have 
a pass intercepted in the 
Haskell endzone. 
Johnny Jones, seeing only 
limited action in the first half 
because of a bruised knee, 
broke the game open in the 
second half with touchdown 
runs of 59 and 58 yards. While 
carrying the ball only three 
times in the first half for 26 
yards, the senior running 
back was the night’s top 
ground gainer with 204 yards 
in 14 carries for an average of 
14.6 per carry.

And What Have Yon

If all goes as planned the Hamlin 
School Board will open bids today 
(Thursday) on new lights for the 
football stadium. And one of the 
bidders has indicated that he could 
have the new lights installed in time 
for the Homecoming game here Oct. 
ll. 
This is something that has needed 
attention for a long time. We hope 
that everything goes as planned and 
we can have the new lights that soon. 
If you are wondering why the 
sudden interest in the lights, it is 
because of the new ruling (put into 
effect last year but enforced this 
year) that requires the team to be 
six feet back from the sideline. When 
you move back that far on our field 
you are back against the fence and 
the only way you can move the fence 
is to get rid of the light poles. 
The specifications for the bids call 
for four steel poles, two to each side, 
to be placed behind the stands. Each 
pole will be equipped with 24 quartz 
lights with all wiring underground. 
Not only will this make the Hamlin 
field one of the best lighted fields in 
the area but it will also get rid of the 
poles that always seem to block 
everyone’s view.

for illegal campaign contributions.” 
Roberts goes on to point out the 
double standards involved in the 
Sharpstown scandals here in Texas 
where all of the elected officials 
were knocked out of office but the 
crook who actually stole the millions 
was one Frank Sharp who* was 
granted complete immunity. 
“Then how about Jake Jacobsen. 
“Washington prosecutors trying to 
develop 
a case against former 
governor John Connally promised 
immunity to Jacobsen if he would 
testify against Connally, under 
indictment that he accepted $10,000 
bribe while secretary 
of the 
treasury.” 
Roberts points out that, “The 
Connally bribe charge, if conviction 
were obtained, would result in a 
maximum penalty of two years and 
a $10,000 fine. Yet Jacobsen, con­ 
victed on a San Angelo savings and 
loan charge, faced a maximum of 35 
years imprisonment and a $70,000 
fine. That’s not a double standard?” 
It always seemed strange to me 
that you could bribe one man to 
convict another man of bribery 
charges. 
Roberts concluded with, “ We 
can’t help but think of something 
that Dr. George Beto, former head 
of the nationally recognized prison 
system in Texas once said. 
“ ‘Prisons exist for one of three 
reasons for inm ates: restraint, 
rehabilitation, or reintegration into 
society . . any other reason for 
locking up someone is pure and 
simple revenge!’

Pipers Toke 34-6 Win 
Over Haskell Indians 


The Hamlin Pied Pipers 
scored seven points on their 
first possession of the football 
Friday night against the 
Haskell Indians and fought 
off the determined Indians 
until the second half before 
exploding to a 34-6 victory. 
Steve Evans, senior Piper 
fullback, carried the ball five 
of seven times in the first 
Piper drive that moved the 
ball 43 yards for the touch­ 
down. 
The 
Pipers 
put 
together another drive late 
in the first period only to have 
a pass intercepted in the 
Haskell endzone. 
Johnny Jones, seeing only 
limited action in the first half 
because of a bruised knee, 
broke the game open in the 
second half with touchdown 
runs of 59 and 58 yards. While 
carrying the ball only three 
times in the first half for 26 
yards, the senior running 
back was the night’s top 
ground gainer with 204 yards 
in 14 carries for an average of 
14.6 per carry. 
The Piper’s other two 
touchdowns came on a 13 
yard carry by Junior Daniel 
Willis and a IO yard carry by 
Sophomore Paul Reynolds. 
Haskell’s lone touchdown 
came early in the fourth 
period when they recovered a 
Piper fumble on Hamlin’s 25 
yard line. Aided by a five 
yard penalty, the Indians 
took six plays to cover the 
remaining 20 yards with Cris 
Love scoring from the nine.

They lost 
five yards and then a 15-yard 
Hamlin penalty gave them a 
first down on the 40.

A bad snap 
caused Love to try to run the 
ball out and he was stopped 
short at the 43. 
Evans carried four times 
for gains of 5, 9, 7, and 5 for 
first downs at the 29 and 17 
yard lines. Willis ripped off 
four yards to the 13 and Jones 
carried for IO to the three. 
Evans carried in for the score 
with Tracy Rowland kicking 
the point after. 
The Indians took the kickoff 
back to their own 38 and 
picked up first downs at the 
Indian 49 and the Hamlin 37, 
but the Indian drive stalled 
out with the Pipers taking 
over on their own 31. 
Evans carried for gains of 
two and three yards and on 
third down Willis broke loose 
for 22 yards and a first down 
at the Indian 42. Rowland 
carried for eight yards and 
Willis picked up another first 
down with a nine yard carry 
to the 25. The Pipers took to 
the air at this point only to 
have the pass come up short 
with the Indians intercepting 
it in the end zone
